Chris Crandall, the winner of last 
year's Barstow-to-Vegas off-road race, 
called to give thanks for letters and 
calls of support he had received since 
breaking a vertebra in a 100-mph 
crash at the November 3 Barstow 
(California) GP. ‘I’m outof hospital 
and recovering at home," Crandall 
said. “T11 be out there (for the Novem- 
ber 30 Barstow-to-Vegas race) giving 
my support, but the doctor won't let 
me race.” 


Superbowl of Motocross creator 
and Rodil Cup co-promoter Mike 
Goodwin will appear on Larry 
Huffman's Motorcycle World radio 
show on December 1, and will 
answer phoned-in questions about 
the Rodil Cup debacle. A huge 
controversy arose over the on- 
again, off-again staggered start 
advertised for the Rodil Cup super- 
cross when several top U.S. riders 
sandbagged in their qualifying heat 
races to gain a front-row start. 
Letters from disappointed fans 
complaining about the race have 
been flowing into Cycle News, 
and Goodwin's appearance will be 
irate fans' first opportunity to talk 
directly to the man responsible. In 
California, Huffman's show airs 
from 10:00 to 11:00 p.m. Sun- 
days on Sacramento's KYLO/ 
105.5 FM, San Francisco's KTIM/ 
100.9 FM, and Los Angeles' KOLA/ 
99.9 FM. The show also airs at the 
same time on XTRA 690 AM, 
which reaches several western 
states. More information is avail-

Vegas Hare and Hound will start at 
7:30 a.m. on November 30 in Bar- 
stow, California. Malcolm Smith will 
serve as this year's honorary master of 
ceremonies.

80s for free test rides. 


Cosworth Engineering Co. has 
announced their entry into the 
motorcycle performance products 
market with a line of aluminum 
pistons, rings and liners. Drag racer 
Elmer Trett has been selected as 
the sole U.S. distributor of the 
new Cosworth products. 


Team Smitty creator Jim Smith has 
been signed by National Lampoon 
magazine to draw a monthly, full- 
page cartoon strip. Smith’s first strip 
should appear early in 1986. 





Veteran desert racers Susan Bren- 
nan and Hal Wilday will be married 
on the starting line at sunrise Sat- 
urday, November 30, just prior to 
the start of the Barstow-to-Vegas 
Hare and Hound. Brennan, an 
employee of Honda Glendora, will 
run the race in the Women’s Inter- 
mediate class and Wilday will 
compete in the Open Novice div- 
ision. The couple raced the event 
together last year, finishing side- 
by-side. This year they will start at 
different times from different lines, 
but with alittle tuck the newlyweds 
should meet after the race at the 
finish line. 


Three of the top four motorcycles fin- 
ishing the recent Baja 1000 were 
equipped with Michelin desert tires 
with no valve stems, according to 
Tim Smith, a Southern California 
distributor for Michelin race tires. 
Smith said rims on each of the motor- 
cycles were mounted with a new 
combination tire and foam liner called 
a Bib Mousse, which replaces inner 
tubes. The new tirés were fitted to the 
factory BMWs of Gaston Rahier/Eddy 
Hau and Tom Kelley/Warren Reid, 
and to the Honda of Chris Haines/ 
Jim Fishback. The new tires are avail- 
able in limited quantities and sizes 
from International Cycle Racing 
Tires, 213/597-0339. 


Cooperation between racers and 
the Bureau of Land Management 
during Barstow-to-Vegas compe- 
tition in 1983 and 1984 resulted 
in the BLM issuing the first-ever 
two-year permit for the annual 
desert race. BLM officials granted 
a permit authorizing races in both 
1985 and 1986, following a joint 
environmental study with the San 
Bernardino County Planning De- 
partment. The study concluded 
that event organizers and motor- 
cyclists proved during races in 
1983and 1984 that they will abide 
by BLM guidelines. This year's 
event will be held Thanksgiving 
weekend with the blessing of the 
BLM and race organizers say they 
will hold the race during the same 
weekend next year. Both races 
will be limited to 1200 motorcy- 
cles, with strict controls over where 
racers can go and what they can 
do. 


Motojournalist Ken Vreeke refused 
to comment on charges by the Ameri- 
can Motorcyclist Association that an 
article heauthored for the November, 
1985 issue of Cycle magazine was 
written with malice of intent and 
contained inaccuracies and false- 
hoods. Reached by Cycle News at the 
offices of Cycle magazine late last 
week, Vreeke said, "I have no com- 
ment on the matter," when asked if 
he wished to respond to AMA allega- 
tions. Board chairman John H. Hasty 
voiced the association's displeasure 
with the article following an execu- 
tive session at the November 11 meet- 
ing of the AMA Board of Trustees, 
held in Anaheim, California. Hasty 
presented a list of specific examples 
of alleged inaccuracy, falsehood and 
distortion that allegedly appeared in 
Vreeke's article, which was critical of 
the AMA'sroad racing program. AMA 
president Ed Youngblood provided 
evidence to the board supporting his 
contention that Vreeke wrote the 
article with malice of intent and 
added that Cycle publisher Jim Frahm 
willfully ignored an opportunity to 
correct inaccuracies even though they 
were brought to his attention prior to 
publication. According to Young- 
blood, the article was circulated to 
third parties before it appeared in 
print, but the AMA was denied any 
opportunity to review it for accuracy.

Following the Ital- 
ian Supercross, Simons will race on 
December 14-15 in another supercross 
in Antworp, Belgium. 


Miller High Life will no longer be 
associated with supercross in 
1986, accordingto Stadium Motor- 
sports. The beer company's mar- 
ketplace competition has forced 
an advertising strategy realign- 
ment that does not include super- 
cross. 


Nippondenso will post a $100,000 
point fund for the 1986 Supercross 
series of which $60,000 will go to 
factory-sponsored riders while $40,000 
will go to those without major spon- 
sorship. Theseries opens on January 
18at Anaheim Stadium in Anaheim, 
California.

Yamaha Motor Corporation 
U.S.A., recently announced a 1986 
competition contingency fund and 
award program totaling $2.9 mil- 
lion, which represents an increase 
of more than 100% over the $1.4 
million offered in 1985. The pro- 
gram will expand in 1986 to include 
drag racing and will continue to 
support motocross, road racing 
and three-wheel competition. 
Yamaha's 1986 contingency pro- 
gram for motocross includes 
payoffs at events in 11 major 
national MX series. Included are 
such competitions as the Califor- 
nia Golden State Series, the AMA 
Florida Winter Series, the Michi- 
gan Silverdome Spring Series, the 
New England Sports Committee 
Series, and the Texas Grand Na- 
tional Series. While Yamaha con- 
tracted, factory riders are not elig- 
ible for contingency funds, anyone 
else on a production Yamaha has a 
chance at a share of the cash. The 
most expanded portions of Yama- 
ha's contingency support program 
for 1986 is the pavement program, 
which includes backing for pro- 
duction road racing, endurance 
road racing, Formula 2, and drag 
racing. The winner of an AMA 
Superbike professional race can 
go home with $5000. Ata total of 
30 AMA and WERA endurance 
events, Yamaha's contingency will 
total $3000. At AMA Formula 2 
events TZ250 riders will contest 
for a total of $4000 at each race. 
In all, contingency money avail- 
able to Yamaha road racers a- 
mounts to over $750,000. Awards 
of $1250 per race in 50 events 
from coast to coast will be offered 
to Tri-Z racers. Finally, drag racers 
who choose Yamaha's production 
bikes will be supported at numer- 
ous NHRA and IDBA events. Rid- 
ers in Pro Stock will be eligible for 
awards of $1000 for first place, 
with totals of $2700 per event and 
payouts available down to fifth- 
place finishers.

By 
counting both 100-kilometer legs 
of the Laguna Seca race as sepa- 
rate Formula One Nationals, the 
Formula One and Superbike rounds 
remain equal until the season-end- 
ing race at Daytona. '"We feel that 
Formula One riders in the points 
chase at the end of the season will 
be able.to come up with a Super- 
bike ride for the final round,’’ said 
AMA's Bill Boyce. The AMA re- 
quested Daytona add a Formula 
One race in October to even out 
the series, but the track’s manage- 
ment refused. 


The 1986 Camel Pro Series schedule 
includes road races at Road Atlanta 
plus Florida’s Sebring International 
Motorsports Park and a season-end- 
ing National at Daytona International 
Speedway.

As a result of Goodwin 
not sticking with the original plan, 





the fans and riders were greatly upset, 
his plan bombed, and it didn't pro- 
vide better racing for the fans. I think 
Mike Goodwin's talents would be 
better put to use in the area of 
wrestling!

Impression: 1986 Husqvarna 400 Enduro 





Renamed, rewrapped 
& refined check-mate

'"They've got them so close," said former 
National Enduro Champion Mike Melton 
as herolled the 1986 Husqvarna 400 Enduro 
out of the van and down the ramp, “‘that all 


you have to do to 'em before 
riding a Nationalis put on rim 
locks and a better spark plug 
cap. That's all they need. It 


used to take a lot more work to get a 
bike ready for competition." 

An indication that the latest Husky 
is indeed more enduro-ready is ap- 





Gone is the old WR (wide ratio) 
designation, and with it the other 
"alphabet soup" letter combinations 
(WRX, CR, XC, TE, etc.) that have 
long been a part of Husky dialogue. 
'The new names, such as 400 Enduro, 
500 Motocross and 250 Cross Coun- 
try, more closely identify the bikes 
with their intended roles. 

In the case of the 400 Enduro, the 
first '86 Husky we've had a chance to 
sample, we'd have to agree with Mel- 
ton. The out-of-the-crate bike zs an 
exercise in competition preparedness, 
but the beauty of the bike goes much 
beyond that. It changes our percep- 
tion of so-called Open-class bikes, 
known for their excessive power and 
"you'd better be careful" personali- 
ties. The 400 Enduro can be consi- 
dered a coup in that it is powerful yet 
completely manageable, has the light 
weight of a 250cc bike and the nimble 
handling to match, and a degree of 
refinement second to none. 

Where did Husky turn to come up 





with such a package? For starters, 
they put the old WR dual-shock 
chassis out to pasture and began to 
build the new 400 Enduro around the 
single-shock, mid-year '85 400WRX 
(the '86 Enduro line serves as a re- 
placement for the WRX as well as 
WR models). The 4130 chrome-moly 
WRX frame with a removable rear 
sub-frame was carried over intact to 
the Enduro, but other than that, 
nearly all areas of the bike have been 
refined. 

The blue and white safety seat is 
well padded and now has a white 
Husky logo stamped on both sides, 
and while they were at it, a laminated 
Husky logo was attached to the front 
fender. The deeply valanced rear 
fender is graced with a more angular 
taillight than the simple round unit 
of the WRX, and the 3.2-gallon fuel 
tank is another carry-over. 

In a purely functional move, the 
right side panel has been cut away at 
the frame to form an ideal handle for 
picking the bike up or muscling it out 
of the mud. The rear inner fender, pre- 
viously attached with zip ties, now 
has integral molded grooves at the 
top and just snaps in place — quickly 
and securely. 

What is probably one of the best 
all-around off-road motors ever to 
come down the trail lives in the frame 
of the Enduro. While basically the 
same liquid-cooled, center-port-ex- 
haust, primary-kick, reed-valved en- 
gine as that of the WRX model, with 
the same 396cc displacement and six- 
speed gearbox, it has several minor 
improvements to make the enduro 
pilot’s life even easier. Machining 
tolerances at the Swedish factory have 
been tightened up, especially in the 
area of the center cases, and the result 
is a motor that runs better than ever 
and moreover, puts out less body- 
pounding vibration. 

A redesigned clutch pushrod and . 
actuating arm give the Enduro a 
pleasingly light clutch pull — nice to 
have in the latter sections of a tough 
enduro. 

The exhaust system has been mod- 
ified to produce more low-end power, 
has stronger mounts and has been 
tipped with a new oval aluminum 
silencer (replacing the heavy steel 
unit of the WRX). The bolt-on Husky 
Products/Krizman spark arrestor 
makes the bike forest legal and has an 
easily removable end cap for quick 
cleaning. 

A 38mm Mikuni carb breathes 
through the same large, flat oval fil- 
ter as the WRX, but the airbox cover 
now attaches with two 6mm bolts — 
one fore and aft — instead of simply 
snapping on as before. 

Suspension at both ends has been 
reworked, with the front end the most 
changed. The most obvious differ- 
ence is the unpainted (instead of 
white) fork legs, but the internals 
have been redesigned from top to bot- 
tom. The. new fork is what Husky 
calls Free-Flow, which is engineered 
for less slip-stick (drag effect or 
hydraulic lock) and overall improved 
performance. A new guidance system 
with Teflon-like bushings as well as 
new damper rods, seals and stiffer 
springs are among the changes in the 
40mm unit, and fork tube overlap has 
been increased to make the assembly 
more rigid. Travel is 11.2 inches 
compared to the 10.6 of the WR and 
11.8 of the WRX. 

At 13.0 inches, the rear end offers 
the same travel of the WRX and 1.2 
inches more than the 400WR. Refine- 
ment is the key word here, as the 
aluminum swingarm has been light- 
ened by eliminating the forward brace 
(computer analysis found the brace 
unnecessary), while dual zerk fittings 
are found on the shock linkage, re- 
ducing maintenance to a quick 30- 
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second job. 

The Ohlins shock with piggyback 
reservoir has new internal valving 
(which was arrived at after extensive 
testing, largely by U.S. riders) and a 
stiffer spring, with compression and 
rebound damping externally adjus- 
table via their respective click-stop 
knobs. 

The 400 is the first Husky enduro 
bike imported to the U.S. with a front 
disc brake, a replacement for the cap- 
able dual-leading-shoe brake used for 
the past several years. A 9.l-inch 
drilled floating disc is found on the 
Grimeca unit, which was first in- 
stalled on the 1985 CR and XC models. 
While the brake itself is identical to the 
one used in '85, more precise boring of 
the caliper attachment holes results 
in overall better performance. A 
handlebar-mounted reservoir is com- 
pact and has a sight glass and an 
easily-accessible lever free-play ad- 
juster screw. The braided hose is 
encased in a tough, nylon guard. 

The cable-operated rear brake 
moves closer and closer to true 
quick-change status each year. In the 
latest version, the torque arm has 
been eliminated and replaced with a 
clean tongued backing plate and 
grooved swingarm set-up. The lever 
pivot is more forward (and safer), and 
improved backing plate/drum toler- 
ances result in a tighter seal and dryer 
brakes. A grab handle on the left end 
of the axle upholds the quick-change 
theme. 

The O-ring chain is kept on the 
straight and narrow by a new forward 
chain roller (which spins on a roller 
bearing) and a stronger rear guide. 
One nice touch is a switch to recessed 
allen-head sprocket bolts in lieu of 
cap screws. 

'Irelleborg tires have long been 
standard Husky enduro fare, but the 
Enduro breaks from tradition in that 
it's fitted with new edition Metzelers. 
The front is shod with a metric-sized 
90/90-21 MXR, with the rear a 4.50- 
18 Multi-Cross — an impeccable duo 
for woods work on a variety of sur- 
faces. Rims are gold-anodized alloy 
Nordisks with rim pins, and, as Mel- 
ton points out, lack the needed rim 
locks. 

Husky has finally crept out of the 
dark ages and installed genuine ser- 
rated steel footpegs (the former pressed 
steel units were slippery on their best 
days), which also feature stiffer 
springs. Other nice touches include a 
lighter knurled folding shifter (which 
lacks the prone-to-loss rubber cover); 
a Nippondenso speedometer/odom- 
eter which works well (and has a 
high-ratio reset button for quicker 
adjustments at corners); new, stronger 
sidestand mounting; and an alloy 
brake pedal with ball-bearing pivot. 

How well does the package work? 
Just ask the tester that took his first 
spin on the 400 and came back with 
an ear-to-ear grin: “I was extremely 
impressed with the smooth delivery 
of power, and was amazed at how 
quickly I felt comfortable on the 
bike. The seating position was excel- 
lent, and I’m impressed with the level 
of refinement compared to the dual- 
shock Huskys. The bike felt light, 
more like a 250." 'This from a con- 
firmed lover of small-bore bikes. 

Owners of the dual-shock 400WR 
will immediately notice a reduction 
in weight and bulk — the Enduro 
weighs seven pounds less (235 versus 
242) and the bike has a much slimmer 
profile thanks to the single-shock 
chassis. And while the Enduro and 
WR have the same seat height, a tall 
37.8 inches, the Enduro's suspension 
is both longer and much more effec- 
tive. As a bonus, acclimating to the 
new chassis is an extremely quick 
and painless process. 

If you've come to expect turbo-like 
power when you crack the throttle on

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an Open-class bike, be prepared for a 
change when you board the Enduro. 
Oh, there’s plenty of power there, but 
it’s ever so manageable and easily 
metered, and that's a key ingredient 
for an enduro bike when you con- 
sider the typical tight woods section 
with its closely-spaced trees, logs and 
slippery rocks. When you do need 
that extra burst of power, say, to loft 
the front end, the Enduro will deliver 
it safely. We never felt a need for more 
power; those who are so inclined 
should look to a bike with a full 
500cc. 

Starting was usually a two- or 
three-kick affair when cold, but now 
and then the 400 likes to kick back, so 
don't try it with running shoes on. 
Once warm, a single prod was usu- 
ally all it took. 

Stopping was a breeze, and the 
front disc worked quite well, though 
not much better than the previous 
double-leading-shoe set-up. Expect 
the disc to really come into its own in 
the wet. And while we've come to 
expect chatter from non-floating rear 
drums, the 400's was completely silent 
and had good feel. 

The frame geometry and suspen- 
sion are ideal for woods work. Given 
a trail which requires continuous 
direction changes, the 400 responds 
with surgical precision, cutting a 
sure-footed line from tree to tree or 
berm to berm with only minimal 
inputs by the rider. The 400 loves to 
be steered with therear end — just gas 
itand square off — yet will pivot just 
as surely by turning the bars and 
shifting your weight to the inside. 

Husky's new fork appears to be 
right on the money, and works well 
right out of thecrate with no break-in 
period required, with the rear end 
equally effective. While we never got 
a chance to wring it out in a section of 
whoops, the bike handled the usual 
trail bumps, fallen trees and ruts with 
ease. The result of the suspension 
changes is a totally balanced feel and 
an improvement over the WRX. 

Finding legitimate gripes with the 
Enduro is difficult. The grips have a 
nice shape but are much too hard; 
getting the spark plug out can be a 
trying experience due to the closeness 
of the tank's right lobe; and trying to 
take a dab in an off-camber situation, 
due to the high seat height, can spell 
disaster. 





Among the enduro niceties are an easily-resettable odometer/speedome- 
ter, folding alloy shifter, serrated footpegs and an oval aluminum silencer. 








But the blemishes on the 400 En- 
duro are few and far between — once 
you get over the high price tag: $3295. 
It has an uncanny woods sense about 
it, something it inherited from its pre- 
decessors — the 400WR and 400WR X. 
— that goes a long way toward. mak-

Congressman 
wants Statler 
investigated 


WASHINGTON, D.C., NOV. 6 


A member of the Federal commission investi- 
gating the safety of all-terrain vehicles (ATVs) 
may have violated the law and compromised 
the probe, according to U.S. Congressman 


Larry Craig (R-ID). 

Craig made the accusation 
about Consumer Product Safe- 
ty Commission (CPSC) member 
Stuart Statler in a letter to U.S. At- 


torney General Edwin Meese in which 


Craig called for a Justice Department 
investigation of the matter. 





“I believe Mr. Statler's actions and 
public comments, such as his call for 
a ban and recall of ATVs . . . leave no 
doubt that he has prejudged the issue 
and consequently is unable to make a 
fair decision,” Craig told Meese. 

In a separate statement, Craig said 
the issue is one of fairness and due 


process. "It may be,” he said, "that . 


ATVs will be found to be unsafe and

that regulatory action is needed. It is 
as likely that they will be found to be 
safe when properly used. 

“But either way, it is a violation of 
the Commission's responsibilities to 
both the manufacturer and the con- 
sumer to wage war on a product in 
the media before the judgements are 
made." 

Craig noted in his letter to Meese 
that the CPSC's investigation is not 
set to conclude until September of 
next year. “Unfortunately,” he said, 
"my preliminary investigation . . . 
indicates that (Statler), who should 
ultimately judge this issue, has seri- 
ously breached his duty of impartial- 
ity and fairness and, in the process, 
may have violated Federal law.” 

Craig noted that Statler had often 
spoken out against ATVs and made 
claims about their safety, despite the 
fact that the CPSC as a body has not 
yet heard all the evidence and is not 
scheduled to make any decisions for 
almost a year. 

"In order to safeguard any possible 
regulatory actions taken by the CPSC 
in a court of law, I request the Depart- 
ment of Justice investigate Commis- 
sioner Statler's apparent disregard of 
Federal statutes," Craig's letter said. 

Craig also noted that Statler had, 
several times, issued "fact sheets” and 
other materials on CPSC letterhead. 
The contents of those documents had 
not been reviewed by the Commis- 
sion for verification of their accuracy, 
as required by Federal regulation. 

Craig, ranking Republican on the 
House Committee which has over- 
sight responsibility for the CPSC, 
has taken Statler to task before for the 
Commissioner's rash and unproven” 
charges that ATVs are inherently 
unsafe. 

“The safety of ATVs is the topic of 
a thorough investigation," Craig said. 
“Mr. Statler is charged by law, as one 
of those who will judge the results, to 
wait until all the evidence is in before 
making his decision. Instead, he has 
convicted ATVs in advance in pub- 
lic. He has initiated a massive public- 
ity campaign, spreading unproven 
‘facts’ in public statements and in 
mailings to more than 500 national 
media outlets. 

"In doing so he has put the legal 
credibility of the CPSC investigation 
at serious risk,” Craig said. "Should 
ATVs ultimately be judged unsafe by 





the Commission, he has given chal- 
lengers solid legal footing to contest 
that judgement on the basis of his pre- 
judgement bias. 

"And if ATVs are actually safe 
when properly used, he has done a 
grave public injustice, both to the 
manufacturers he's supposed to regu- 
late and to the consumers he's sup- 
posed to protect. 

"Either way,” Craig said, “I believe 
he has violated both the ethics of his 
office and Federal law, and he should 
be called to account of it.” e 


Text of Craig's letter to Meese 
On May 21, 1985, the House Committee on Gov- 
ernment Operations’ Commerce, Consumer and 
Monetary Affairs Subcommittee, of which I am the 
Ranking Republican Member, held an oversight 
hearing on the U.S. Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission (CPSC) investigation of safety related issues 
associated with three- and four-wheeled all-terrain 
vehicles (ATVs). 

The CPSC is presently undertaking an extensive 
$1.5 million study on ATVs, notexpected to conclude 
until September, 1986, before deciding what, if any, 
regulatory action might be taken. I support the CPSC 
investigation and strongly believe it should be con- 
ducted in a manner of fairness and in accordance with 
Federal law. Unfortunately, my preliminary investi- 
gation of the CPSC handling of this issue indicates 
that one member of the Commission, who should 
ultimately judge this issue, has seriously breached his 
duty of impartiality and fairness, and in the process, 
may have violated Federal law. 

Specifically, Commissioner Stuart Statler has, in 
my opinion, violated 15 U.S.C. 2055 (b)(6) and 16 
C.F.R. 1101.32 (b)(1). In doing so, Mr. Statler has 
placed the entire Commission investigation in jeo- 
pardy should the Commission initiate adjudicatory 
proceedings against any manufacturer of ATVs. 

In light of these findings, I requested Mr. Statler to 
recuse himself from any further Commission consid- 
eration of the ATV issue. On September 24, 1985, I 
receiveda letter from Mr. Statler in which he declined 
to withdraw from the ATV investigation. I, therefore, 
have no other choice but to recommend that the U.S. 
Department of Justice look into these matters. 

15 U.S.C. 2055 (b)(6) (section 6(b)(6) of che Consu- 
mer Product Safety Act) states: 

Where the Commission initiates the public dis- 

closure of information that reflects on the safety 

of aconsumer product or class of consumer prod- 
ucts, whether or not such information would en- 
able the public to ascertain readily the identity of 

a manufacturer or private labeler, the Commis- 

sion shall establish procedures designed to ensure 

that such information is accurate and not mislead- 





ing. 

16 C.F.R. 1101.32 (b)(1), which implements this 
provision, states: 

The Commission will review each proposed dis- 

closure of information which is susceptible of 

factural verification to assure that reasonable steps 
have been taken to assure accuracy in accordance 

with section 1101.32(a). 

On March 7, 1985, Commissioner Statler initiated 
on hisown, but under Commission letterhead, a per- 
sonal press release in the guise of a “fact sheet” con- 
taining information regarding ATVs. This “fact 
sheet," which did not receive 6(b)(6) clearance, was 
sent to various groups, including 500-700 media 
organizations. In May 1985, Mr. Statler disseminated 
asimilar news release, again without 6(b)(6) clearance. 
Apparently concerned that my statements.regarding 
the “fact sheets" during our subcommittee hearing 
were close to the mark, Mr. Statler submitted his May 
1985 “fact sheet” for Commission staff clearance on 
June 12, 1985. However, this request for clearance 
came after its dissemination. It is also interesting to 
note that the ‘fact sheet" submitted for clearance was 
slightly altered in wording under the heading 
"CAUSES" located on page two. In the distributed 
March and May “‘fact sheets," Commissioner Statler 
used the term "instability of the vehicle." The May 
“fact sheet" submitted for clearance does not contain 
such wording. 

The opinion of the CPSC General Counsel raises 
the possibility that Commissioner Statler's dissemi- 
nation of the “fact sheets" on ATVs was in violation 
of section 6(b)(6) of the Consumer Product Safety Act 
(CPSA). That opinion requires that newly-created 
material, even if it incorporates information which 
had previously been cleared for release, must be scru- 
tinized for accuracy and appropriate context. The 
Commission staff demonstrated the merit of the Gen- 
eral Counsel's position when they requested several 
changes to Commissioner Statler's “fact sheets." 

Despite the warnings from the CPSC General 
Counsel, Commissioner Statler later rel other 
"fact sheet" dated July 1985. Under the heading 
' Commissioner Statler uses the term 
"dynamic stability," similar to that used in the 
March and May "'fact sheets," but not in the “fact 
sheet" submitted for clearance in June. In addition he 
ignored suggested staff changes made to the submit- 
ted “fact sheet," such as those under the heading 
"INJURIES." Because he brushed aside these staff. 
suggestions, technically this July fact sheet must also 
be deemed as uncleared and in violation of section 
6(b)(6). 

The enclosed June 7, 1985, St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
editorial clearly demonstrates how Commissioner 
Statler’s “fact sheets” are being misconstrued by the 
media. This editorial states: “For the fact is that in 
1984, 69 people are known to have been killed in 
accidents involving ATVs while another 66,956 were 
injured seriously enough to require hospital treat- 
ment." (Emphasis added.) You will note that the 
term, "seriously," used by Commissioner Statler in 
his uncleared "fact sheets," was removed by the 
Commission staff on the “fact sheet" he submitted for 
clearance in June. His failure to use the term, “‘esti- 
mated hospital treated” injuries, as suggested by the 
Commission staff, give the $ uis Post-Dispatch 
the impression that an estimated 66,956 injuries are 
indeed fact. 

Commissioner Statler's displeasure and dislike for 
section 6(b)(6) clearance is well documented. In tes- 
timony before both House and Senate subcommit- 
tees, he has called on Congress to “urgently reform 
Section 6(b) disclosure provisions." In a March 20, 
1985, memorandum to Acting CPSC Chairman Ter- 
rence Scanlon, Statler writes: “To ‘clear’ a new data 
































that was already cleared by all agency Directorates 
and the Office of General Counsel strikes me as make- 
work and ludicrous in the extreme." On January 22, 
1985, 'Commissioner Statler circumvented the law 
with regard to another consumer product by issuing 
his own personal press release on baby-gates when a 
Commission-planned press release was delayed until 
it was 6(b)(6) cleared. 

I believe Mr. Statler's actions and public com- 
ments, such as his call for a ban and recall of ATVs 
leave no doubt that he has pre-judged the issue and 
consequently is unable to make a fair decision based 
on facts presented to the Commission. In order to 
safeguard any possible regulatory actions taken by 
the CP a court of law, I respectfully request the 
Department of Justice investigate Commissioner 
Statler's apparent disregard of Federal statutes. 












I am prepared to share all of my findings and 
information with Department of Justice attorneys, 
and would be pleased to discuss this matter with you. 


I look forward to your response.

"Team Smitty" 


LONG BEACH, CA, NOV. 12 
Stuart M. “Ban ’em”’ Statler of 
the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission compli- 
mented Jim Smith, creator of 
the ATV News cartoon strip “Team 
Smitty,” while complaining that part 
of a report on his appearance at a 
National Motorcycle Retailers Asso- 
ciation conference was '*woefully dis- 
torted." Statler’s note echoed com- 
ments he made in person when he 
met Smith briefly during a break in a 
CPSC public hearing in Los Angeles 
on October 17. 

The report, written by Cycle News 
Associate Editor Paul Carruthers and 
appearing in ATV News and Cycle 
News, both published by Cycle News, 
Inc., included a paragraph disputed 
by Statler; that paragraph noted that 
"Statler also complained about a 
'Smitty' cartoon in Cycle News and 
ATV News, saying that the cartoon 
upset his wife. 'My wife asked me to 
express her indignation to at least 
one of the publications that I heard 
was. represented here, Cycle News. 
She didn't mind any kind of misre- 
presentation to my position, but when 
I was caricatured in the Smitty column 
wearing polka-dot shorts, she felt 
somewhat embarrassed. But what 
really got her juices roiling was when 
she was caricatured as a stick-figured 
hag needling me in the morning as to 
what I should be wearing.” 

Statler, the outspoken CPSC 
Commissioner who frequently attacks 
ATVsas unsafe, is often criticized for 
prejudiced and non-objective behav- 
ior at CPSC public hearings on ATV 
safety, and who just as frequently is 
lampooned in the cartoon strip for 
his bumbling tactics, addressed an 
envelope containing a handwritten 
note and a photocopy of the pub- 
lished paragraph to ‘Team Smitty,” 
despite the fact that Smith’s name 
appears in the cartoon heading. 

The note, scrawled on beige CPSC 
notepad paper in green pen, was 
dated October 29 and read “Smitty. 
(See p-4 attached). This is pure 'bull.' 
As I mentioned to you at the L.A. 
hearing, I think your cartoons are 
exceedingly clever and witty. I enjoyed 
them, as did my wife. But what was 
said at the NMRA mtg. purely by way 
of jest in my introductory comments 
— and taken humorously by eve- 
ryone else in the room — was woe- 
fully distorted as a ‘complaint’ by the 
Cycle News reporter. Typical of the 
publication's 'objectivity.' Keep me 
appraised of your promising career. 
Best regards, Stuart." 

Statler did not challenge the accu- 
racy of the quote in the story, nor did 
he claim that Smith's cartoon repres- 
entations of his (Statler's) position 
were inaccurate. ATV

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CPSC ATV safety probe: 


Whathappens now? 


LONG BEACH, CA, NOV. 13 


Five scheduled public hearings associated 
with the U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission's probe of ATV safety are over, 
and the big question is, what happens now? 


At the most recent hearings, 
ATV-foe Stuart M. “Ban 'em" 
Statler has seemed to press to- 
ward initial findings that ATVs 
pose an "unreasonable risk of in- 
jury,” a legal term that would allow 
the CPSC to ban or recall the ma- 
chines. 

Statler, who wants a magic, crash- 
proof, fool-proof ATV design to halt 
any chance of injury while riding, 
put it just that way at the October 17 
CPSC hearing in Los Angeles, ask- 
ing ATV manufacturers' representa- 
tives “. . . isn't there something you 
can do to make it markedly safer? If 
you can't bring that number of injur- 
1es down, then I think increasingly 
the evidence begins to pile up that 
this may be an unreasonable risk of 
injury." 

But CPSC ATV Task Force Chair- 
man Nick Marchica told Cycle News 
in a recent telephone interview that 
Statler can't push for a finding of 
unreasonable risk before receiving 
research results and action recom- 
mendations from CPSC staffers. “I’m 
not there for an unreasonable risk,” 
said Marchica. "I'm not there for 
anything, for a ban. He (Statler) is 
not ina position to talk about unrea- 
sonable risk of injury because I haven’t 
given him any packet of information 
that could allow him to do so. We 
have a year’s worth of work to do 
before we can give the Commission- 
ers regulatory options to pursue." 

Beyond that, there is no evidence 
that the other three CPSC Commis- 
sioners — Chairman Terrence Scan- 
lon, Commissioner Carol Dawson 
and Commissioner Saundra Brown 
Armstrong — share Statler's fervor 
for mandatory regulation as opposed 
to education and training programs 
supported by ATV enthusiasts and 
manufacturers. All three other Com- 
missioners have gone on record as 
opposing the ban and recall advo- 
cated by Statler on numerous occa- 
sions. In his opening statement at the 
Los Angeles hearing, Scanlon said 
"... we certainly do not have the 
data at this point to justify a ban of 
ATV sales or a recall of those ATVs 
already in use.” 

Armstrong, in her opening state- 
ment, said “. . . the Commission must 
obtain. more information to deter- 
mine what, if any, risks of injury are 
posed by all-terrain vehicles and the 
manner in which they are operated, 
and, as appropriate, what actions are 
necessary." 

Dawson told the audience at the 
hearing that she did not favor govern- 
ment interference in and regulation 
of peoples' personal affairs. 

Scanlon pinned down the prob- 
able time frame for the completion of 
the CPSC investigation in his state- 
ments at the October 17 hearing, say- 
ing, ‘In any event, we expect that the 
results of our investigations will en- 
able us to develop a preliminary ATV 
injury analysis within the next six 
months and to have final recommen- 
dations by September 30 of next year.” 

In the meantime, Statler has been 
denying his earlier references to an 
ATV ban and possible recall. ''He's 
changed his position from 'Let's halt 





production’ to 'Let's see what can be 
done,” Marchica said. 


Asked about the reasons for Statler’s ` 


denials and the softening of his pub- 
lic stand on ATV safety, Marchica 
said,"I think the cartoons are getting 
to him," referring to Jim Smith's 
Team Smitty cartoon strip which 
often lampoons Statler in ATV News 
and Cycle News. 

Marchica also said that Statler’s 
term on the CPSC is due to expire on 
October 26, 1986. Statler, who was 
appointed to a seven-year term by 
then-President Jimmy Carter, is un- 
likely to be reappointed by President 
Reagan. Reagan appointee Carol 
Dawson recently obtained Senate con- 
firmation for a full CPSC term, and 
Senate confirmation for newly nomi- 
nated Anne Graham is pending. e

ban possible

'The October 2 edition of the 
Federal Register contained a 
notice stating that methods be- 
ing considered by the U.S. Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission to 
reduce ATV-related injuries include 
an outright ban and a recall. 

The Federal Register is published 
by the U.S. government and is the 
official source of information on 
pending, planned, and possible ac- 
tions by government agencies. The 
notice in question announced the 
October 17 Los Angeles CPSC hearing 
into ATV safety; in supplementary 
information provided with the notice, 
under the heading, “Background,” 
are listed corrective actions being 
considered by the Commission to 
mitigate ATV-related injuries. 

“To address this concern," reads 
the information, "the Commission 
has issued an advance notice of pro- 
posed rulemaking (ANPR) which for- 
mally commences a rulemaking pro- 








ceeding . . . In the ANPR, the Com- 
mission discusses methods by which 
any unreasonable risks of injury 
which might be associated with ATVs 
could be adequately reduced or elimi- 
nated. These methods include pro- 
mulgation of a performance standard, 
a ban of ATVs, the development of a 
voluntary standard, an administrative 
recall proceeding under section 15 of 
the CPSA, an imminent hazard action 
under section 12 of the CPSC or the 
dissemination of safety related infor- 
mation.” 

At the hearing in Los Angeles on 
October 17, Commissioner Stuart M. 
"Ban 'em" Statler, who has gained 
fame for repeatedly calling for a ban 
and recall of ATVs, said, speaking 
about the Commissioners, “None of 
us, including myself, have urged a 
ban of these vehicles. I have, alone, 
urged that the manufacturers halt 
production of the vehicles until they 
are satisfied that they have a safer 
vehicle." 

Statler’s call for a ban and recall of 
A'TVs has been well documented in 
both Cycle News and ATV News, and 
his claims that he never called for a 
ban are untrue. e

Is “Ban 'em" a fair tag for 
Stuart Statler? 

Consumer Product Safety 
Commission member Stuart M. 
"Ban 'em" Statler has increasingly 
complained recently that Cycle News 
is unfair in tagging him as “Ban 
'em," repeatedly stating in public 
and private meetings that he never 
advocated a ban and recall of ATVs 
and generally playing the part of a 
conscientious, dedicated, unfairly- 
maligned public official. 

Cycle News, no surprise, sees things 
differently, and we figure Statler's 
just trying a P.R. campaign to clean 
up his image among ATV enthusi- 
asts, maybe hoping to ward off some 
of the considerable flak that's coming 
his way over his mishandling of the 
ATV safety issue from day one. 

But since he's brought it up so 
much, since it's obviously really wear- 
ingon him and making him nervous, 
let's take a look at whether or not 
Statler deserves the tag “Ban 'em." 

To start with, one has to consider 
the context of Statler's statements. A 
CPSC brochure, ‘“The U.S. Consu- 
mer Product Safety Commission,” 
published in September, 1985, states 
“Since May 1973, this independent 
regulatory agency of the federal gov- 
ernment has worked to prevent injur- 
ies and deaths by . . .banning pro- 
ducts for which no feasible standard 
would adequately protect the public; 
obtaining the recall or repair of pro- 
ducts that present substantial hazards 
or imminent hazards to consum- 
ers... 

The brochure goes on to state 
'*...the Consumer Product Safety 
Act gives the Commission authority 
to issue a mandatory safety standard 
for consumer products which pose 
unreasonable risks of injury or death. 
The Commission also can ban a prod- 
uct... The Commission has issued 
a total of 35 standards, bans and other 
mandatory rules since 1973.” 

According to a “Consumer Pro- 
duct SAFETY ALERT" on ATVs 
published by the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission in August, 1985, 
“Under laws administered by CPSC, 
an estimated 325 million potentially 








hazardous products have been called 
back from the marketplace and con- 
sumers since 1973 (when CPSC was 
created).”’ 

What these two examples of CPSC 
publications illustrate is that we’re 
dealing with a Federal agency witha 
record of bans and recalls, indeed, a 
stated purpose of bans and recalls. 

Knowing that, along comes Com- 
missioner Stuart M. Statler, an agent 
of the U.S. government, issuing press 
releases and making statements to 
reporters about the threat posed to 
civilization by the ATV. 

In a March 7 letter to state consu- 
mer protection agencies, Statler wrote 
that CPSC "Options range . . .to 
halting future three-wheeled ATV 
production; to possibly recalling all 
such vehicles previously sold.” 

At a CPSC hearing in Washington 
on April 3, Statler distributed a print- 
ed statement that read, in part, “As 
one Commissioner, I am so distressed 
by the dimensions of this emerging 
risk based on what we already know, 
that I believe serious consideration 
needs to be given in the months 
ahead to the advisability of seeking a 
halt in future three-wheeled ATV 
production and possibly recalling all 
such vehicles previously sold.” 

In the April 4 edition of the San 
Diego Daily Transcript, a UPI wire 
service story headlined ‘U.S. Moving 
Toward Ban Of ATV Bikes" quoted 
Statler as saying, “A mandatory rule 
is by no means theextent to which we 
could go. I'm seriously considering 
the possibility of seeking a ban and, 
possibly, a recall of the vehicles out 
there.” 

Statler appeared on the April 25 
television broadcast of the ABC 20/20 
show, and was shown on camera say- 
ing, “The real question is why don't 
these manufacturers, basically four 
foreign manufacturers, recognize the 
seriousness of this problem and cease 
production immediately, and possi- 
bly recall every one of those 1.8 mil- 
lion that are out on the market?" 

On May 21, in Washington, I told 
Statler that I hada real problem with 
him calling for a ban and recall of 
ATVs. "I never said that," Statler 
told me. “I haven’t said we should 
recall and ban ATVs.” He then went 
on to say that manufacturers should 
immediately cease production of 
ATVs and recall those already in the 
hands of consumers. 

Webster’s New World Dictionary, 
Second College Edition defines ban 
as being, among other things, a verb 
meaning “. . .to prohibit, as by offi- 
cial order, from doing, using, appear- 
ing, happening, etc.; forbid; cens- 
or . . .to curse; condemn .. .” In the 
noun form, the same dictionary says, 
a ban is “. . .an official order forbid- 
ding something; prohibition. . . 
strong public disapproval or condem- 
nation intended to prevent some- 
thing...” j 

Looking at the dictionary defini- 
tion, I don't think there's any differ- 
ence between calling for a cease of 
production and calling for a ban. 


` Even if there is, Statler himself first 


raised the possibility. of a ban, using 
that exact word, on March 7, and 
again on April 4. 

What we've got here is a public 
official, one Stuart M. Statler, a guy 
who works for an agency with a his- 
tory of banning and recalling pro- 
ducts, and he's advocating a cease to 
ATV production, a halt to ATV pro- 
duction, “. ..a ban, and possibly a 
recall..." of ATVs. There isn't a 
reasonable man in the world who 
could listen and read Statler's state- 
ments of public record and not con- 
clude that he thinks a ban and recall 
of ATVs is a swell idea. 

Which is why it's perfectly reaso- 
nable to call him Stuart M. “Ban

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Honda RS250R

A variety of refinements have been made to 
Honda's RS250R road racer for 1986, accord- 
ing to specifications recently released by 
Honda Racing Corporation of Japan. 


Honda's lightweight road 
racer, dubbed the RS250R-II, 
boasts the now familiar 249cc, 
water-cooled, 90-degree V-twin, 
two-stroke powerplant encased in a 
beefed-up frame. 

The new model sports magnesium 
alloy wheels, which replace last year's 
ComStar stamped-spoke/extruded- 
rim wheels. The bike comes equipped 
with a 3.00-17-inch rim in front, 
while the rear has been changed from 
3.00-18 to 3.25-18, with a 3.50-18 
option available. 


A second rotor has been added as 
standard equipment to the 17-inch 
front wheel, giving the new RS dual 
hydraulic disc brakes with floating 
rotors. Last year's single brake rotor 
was solidly mounted, and runout in 
the disc created difficulties after long 
straights when the rotor forced brake 
pads outward. 

Honda beefed up the frame to 
compensate for the additional brak- 
ing power and mounted the rear 
brake caliper to theswingarm, allow- 
ing quicker wheel swaps during fran- 
tic pit activity.

Skins

When I joined Team Cycle 
News over six years ago, I had 
hopes of doing many things, 
but I never thought I'd write an 
evaluation on the following item— 
underwear! Now we're not talking 
your basic Fruit of the Looms, we're 
talking Skins. 

Skins? What are they? Well, basi- 
cally they are the newest undergar- 
ment for off-road riding. Made out of 
a material called Lycra, Skins pro- 
vide a custom fit, dry fast, and are 
lightweight. Best of all, Skins have a 
synthetic chamois pad built into the 
seat and crotch area that prevents 








chafing of that all-important area. 

Now if that wasn't enough, wait 
until you see a pair of Skins. Like, 
wow! A total mind blower. Psyche- 
delic colors guaranteed to turn heads 
in the pits. 

With a design very similar to bicy- 
cling shorts, Skins make sense for the 
off-road rider. No big benefits would 
be gained by wearing Skins in a short 
five lap moto, but during those long 
motos or particularly in an enduro or 
hare scrambles, Skins would be worth 
more than their weight in gold. 

You're probably thinking, “Where 
do they come from?" Well, we're 
proud to say they come from Geor- 
gia. Yeah, I know it's hard to handle 
the fact that something as far out as 
Skins could be made in the Peach 
State instead of on some beach in Cal- 
i-for-ni-a, but it's true. 

At $24.95 Skins aren't cheap, but if 
you want to do yourself and your rear 
a favor, ride on down to your local 
Hi-Point Racing Products dealer and 
grab a pair. Besides, who's worried 
about spending bucks when it comes 


Up front, clip-ons have been re- 
placed by bolt-ons following com- 
plaints of welds cracking on 1985 
clip-on style handlebars. HRC engi- 
neers tackled the problem by design- 
ing a holder which handlebars bolt 
into. Honda claims this will also 
reduce vibration reaching the hand 
grips. Handlebars with damper 
weights are offered as optional 
equipment. 

The engine should breathe better 
on the 1986 RS250R-II thanks to the 
addition of PJ38mm Keihin big bore 
carbs equipped with a new intake 
rectifier. The power gained from the 
carburetion change creates additional 
heat, which required the addition of 
a larger radiator. The exhaust has 
also been altered for 1986, and the 
pipes now have re-packable silencers. 
HRC claims cylinders have been up- 
dated and will make more power 
even though the bore and stroke 
remains the same. 

The only other changes were made 
in the tail section where vents have 
been added to allow air to flow to the 
rear wheel, reducing the turbulence.

With the 12-round 1985 FIM 
World Road Racing Cham- 
pionship now history, a review 
of the entire season through 
video tapes is the key to making the 
wait for 1986 an easier one. T. Kida 
and Co., of Long Beach, California, 
has high quality video tapes avail- 
able with race-by-race coverage of 
both the 250 and 500cc GPs, plus the 
occasional sidecar GP. 

The 12-tape series starts with the 
South African Grand Prix in Kya- 
lami before winding down with the 
San Marino Grand Prix in Italy. The 
tapes provide the viewer with the 
closest alternative to traveling from 
race to race, and offer footage that 
would be almost impossible to see in 
person. While the tapes vary from 
GP to GP, depending on how close 
the racing is and the placement of the 
cameras, one thing remains — the 
chance of seeing something that is 
not readily seen by most. 

The racing is close in all but a few 
of the tapes and if one class is a blow- 
out the other usually makes up for it. 
The tapes also do a good job of show- 
ing the surroundings that make up 
the Grands Prix, in addition to pre- 
race and post-race interviews with 
the likes of Freddie Spencer, Eddie 
Lawson, Wayne Gardner and crew. 

The biggest thing to happen to 
motorcycle racing television cover- 
age takes place for the first time on 
the Dutch Grand Prix tape, when a 
camera is mounted on Randy Mamo- 
la's RS500 Honda. The camera, re- 
mote-controlled from a helicopter 
flying above the action, adds another 
dimension to the coverage. Now the 
viewer is able to ride with Mamola 
and realize what it takes to compete at 
the Grand Prix level — the debut for 
the camera also happens to take place 
in the pouring rain and on the win- 
ning bike. The Dutch GP also has 
incredible footage of the famed Chris- 
tian Sarron/Freddie Spencer collision 
and crash in the rain-sodden 500cc 
GP, Neil Webster's sidecar crash and 
Eddie Lawson's 500cc, champion- 
ship-race-ending crash. 

At the following round in Bel- 
gium, the on-bike camera shows Ma- 
mola dicing with Ron Haslam and 
Raymond Roche when suddenly Ma- 
mola runs into the rear of Roche and 
crashes — while the camera continues 
running. The scene concludes with 
the on-bike camera pointing at a dis- 
gusted Mamola. 

The tapes provide an excellent 
chance to review the GP season and 
allows the viewer to see momentum 
shifts during the season in the Spen- 
cer/Lawson battle for the 500cc 
Championship, plus a chance to see 
Spencer’s total domination of the 
250cc class. In addition, there is the 
occasional sidecar GP that shows 
close racing between the ultra-trick 
outfits. 

The tapes are available through 
Malcolm Smith Products and the 
Yamaha Dealer Network for $29.95 
each.

Ihave been looking forward all 
month to covering this story. 
In fact, I had practically written 
it in its entirety two full days 
before the event. I was kept informed 
of the progress of a friend's prepara- 
tion of his old Czech warhorse for 
this race. 

"Frame's painted, and I've found a 
guy in the valley with original fend- 
ers," he would announce, trium- 
phantly. “A guy in Bakersfield's got 
two sets of stock shocks, and he says 
he'll sell me one!" The Treasure of 
Sierra Madre. These announcements 
I would receive with all the anticipa- 
tion due the first moon landing, my 
interest level at a fever pitch. 

This, I could tell by my sweaty 
palms, was important. A race, an 
actual race, using old CZs, Maicos, 








and Husqvarnas! I couldn't sleep the 
night before. My mind was full of 
visions of peace-sign-waving whee- 
lies, real leathers, and The Big Jump 
at Lion's Raceway. Even Christmas 
would be a letdown after this. Sure, 
things change, time marches on, and 
you can't stand in the way of pro- 
gress, but for six bucks I was going 
back to the 1970s. 

Why all this fuss? What’s the big 
deal, resurrecting these old bikes from 
the grave? Why disturb the dead? Rest 
in Peace, I always say. This year’s 
motocross bikes have it head and 
shoulders over bikes from the "70s. 
Heck, they have it over even last 
year’s bikes, for that matter. Who can 
relate to that old stuff, with all this 
new machinery around? 

Imagine, you’re barely into the 
21st century, sitting in your brother- 
in-law’s garage drinking Space Beer, 
and there, next to the nuclear dryer, is 
a CR250! You'd go nuts. 

"I used to race one of those!" 
jumping up and down, pointing to 
the dusty relic.

at Perris

Ed Arnet topped a tough field of CZ Pro 
riders at this year’s CZ World Championships 
held for the first time at Perris Raceway.

Johnson tops 
Monterey short 
track series

MONTEREY, CA, NOV. 9 

Craig Johnson capped a highly- 
successful season of short track 
racing at Monterey County 
Fairgrounds by claiming wins 
in the 250cc and 500cc season finales 
to walk away with the high-point ser- 
ies championship trophy in each 
class. The six-race series was hosted 
by R&D Enterprises and sanctioned 
by AMA District 36. 

Johnson, sponsored, like many of 
the series’ riders, by Alma Transport 
of Salinas, piloted his Suzuki to an 
early lead in the 250cc Expert final. 
Mixing it up immediately behind 
Johnson were his teammate David 
Woodward (Suz), Can-Am-mounted 
Stephen Mayfied and Steven Raymond 
(Can-Am). 

Woodward spilled two laps from 
the finish, giving Raymond some 
breathing room and an easy second- 
place finish. Mayfied held off Brad 
Spencer (Yam) to capture third. 

Johnson had to work hard at mak- 
ing zero mistakes to take the win in 
the 500cc Expert final. Can-Am pilot 
Raymond. pushed Johnson for the 
lead right down to the checkered flag. 

Early leader Paul Iwanaga (Hon) 
could not recapture his winning heat- 
race form and faded to the back of the 
pack after being passed by the hard- 
charging, Johnson-Raymond duo. 

Several spills throughout the eve- 
ning took out key competitors, but 
all top riders qualified for the main. 

Iwanaga, who refused to be denied 
a second time, rode a flawless race to 
take the win in the Alma Transport- 
sponsored 600cc Pro-Am race. The 
ever-present Johnson also was on the 
event grid, but ended up starting 
from the penalty line. 

Bruce Johnson (Suz) and Iwanaga 
were first off the line and the pair 
dueled for two laps before Iwanaga 
raced by to take the lead. Iwanaga's 
riding then became very precise. He 
squared each corner and exited turns 
on-the-gas, powering down Monte- 
rey's short straights. 

Johnson raced hard from the penal- 
ty line and eventually got by brother 
Bruce to momentarily hold second 
place. Yamaha-mounted Brad Spencer 
worked his way through the pack and 
got under Johnson on the white flag 
lap in the very tight turn three and 
powered away for second coming out 
of four.

Daniels deadly at 
CRC Iron Horse 
Enduro

RAND, CA, NOV. 10 


Rick Daniels topped the Cali- 
fornia Racing Chub’ s (CRC) 


Iron Horse Enduro with ab a 
1.125-minute drop for the entire 


two-loop run through the Rand 
Mountains. Second overall came in 
at 3.166, as Tony Casaga on an IT200 
took first place in the 200cc A class. 
Race day dawned refreshingly cold, 
but windy. Loop one started easily 
through the Slate Mine pit area, 
heading west for 2.8 miles at 18 mph, 
then bumping to a more interesting 
2] mph. At the five-mile mark, the 
course passed near Galileo Hill. At 
nine miles, a zeroable check-in was 
followed by the first Special Test 
with 30-mph speeds. After heading 
toward Cal City and Park C, the 10- 
mile marker triggered a turn north 
through the rolling hills, and a tie- 
breaker check-out at 13.5 miles. A 
short-for-most three-mile reset ap- 
peared j just down the sandwash, fol- 
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lowed by another easy-going 18-mph 
speed change for 2.1 miles. At 19.6 
miles, the ribbon went across the 
desert until jumping into southbound 
sandwash at 24 mph. Coming off the 
top of the wash over the first hill, 
Mike Ferro's 24.4-mile check-in an- 
nounced the day's tougher second 
Special Test. It featured 36 mph for 
3.6 miles, with another tie check-out 
at 28.0 miles, but this time followed 
by a healthy 10-minute reset at 28.6 
miles to get everyone back on time. 
The cooldown continued for 2.4 miles 
at 18 mph. At 37.0 miles, the speed 
went to 24 mph and continued to the 
end of loop one. 

Overall loop one winner was Mike 
Bonnett, first Mini B, at 6.358. Eric 
Cook, in his second-ever enduro ride, 
took second overall and first in the 
125cc C-16 class, at 6.362, followed by 
Craig Flander's thumper, at 6.374. 
John Gorman took fourth overall, 
first Beginner class, at 8.464. Round- 
ing out the top five was Mini B rider 
Joey Tost (Yam). 

The contest continued with loop 
two starting off at an easy 21 mph 
west for 4.9 miles, then northbound 
at 24 mph until the check at 5.7 miles, 
just before Drochak's Drop-Off. Only 
.8 mile later, the day's most technical 
Special Test opened at 42 mph. It 
included highly varied terrain: long 
uphills to wheelie up; downhills to 
swallow twice on; sandwashes, both 
wide and narrow trails; rock out- 
croppings; and constant change from 
one to the other, running for 4.6 
miles. A welcome 10-minute reset 
was next, then a fun-puttin' 18-mph 
slow-down zone toured riders north 
through scenery riders could take 
time to see. 

Once up Government Peak and 
ridge running, the unscheduled Spe- 
cial Test was wind. Heading north to 
Fremont Valley, the speed bumped to 
21 mph at 23.6 miles, and 36 mph at 
the 25.7 check-in. This 3.6-mile Spe- 
cial featured all the up and downhill 
canyons and slate trails most riders 
could handle, and many tires couldn't. 
Check-out came at 29.3 miles, and a 
10-minute reset. The 36-mph speed 
continued, and the heavy winds 
caught many by surprise who took 
the liberty to put a wheel or two off 
the ground, as riders were literally 
blown off the course. 

As the ribbon wound back to Gov- 
ernment Peak then south toward 
Randsburg, numerous riders got lost. 
The 38.9 mile check caught many 
riders by surprise. The speed dropped 
to 24 mph heading back to the pit 
area. Just when riders thought they 
had finished, with camp in view, the 
course turned east toward Red Moun- 
tain and traversed several steep slate 
outcroppings and several extra-long 
up and downhills. 

At the Snider Slate Mine, riders 
this time snared the real finish at 44.9 
miles. It was not known at press time 
whether the problem in loop two was 
a poorly marked area or that the high 
winds blew down-marker/arrow 
turns. In any case, checks 10 and 11 
were thrown out to compensate the 
affected competitors. 

Daniels zeroed the more difficult 
second loop, dropping his only point 
on loop one. Casaga, sponsored by 
Body Glove, was the first of the three- 
point scorers. 

Other class winners were Big Bear 
Trail Rider's Jim Bollingme, who 
aced the Open AA Vet class at 3.193, 
coming in third overall, and Gran- 
ada Yamaha's Randy Pretzer, with a 
3.208 score that netted fourth overall 
and first 250cc A class. Willy Kennedy 
came in at fifth overall, first Open A, 
with a 3.251 score. 

The Kiduro drew 29 entries, split

Walden wins at 
Willow RR

Since November 10th was the 
100th birthday of the motor- 
cycle, the California Vintage 
Racing Group (CVRG) thought 
it appropriate that the last round of 
their Championship Vintage Series 
be held on that date at Willow Springs 
Raceway. David Walden on the Mill 
Station Triumph T100R came home 
the winner with a narrow margin of 
victory over Motorcycles Unlimited's 
350 Manx Norton with Craig McLean 
at the controls. 

Due to the 100-year anniversary, 
West Coast British brought out some- 
thing of interest from it’s northern 
California based shop, the winning 
machine of the 1929 Senior TT at the 
Isle of Man. The bike is a 1929 Ex- 
Works Model-90 493cc Sunbeam. 
During it’s winning run, Charlie J.P. 
Dodson finished at a record speed, 
and also upped the lap record to 73.55 
mph around the 37 and 3/4-mile road 
course. CVRG secretary Mike Green 
(and now number one plate holder 
for 1985), rode the Sunbeam for a lap 
of honor to help celebrate the anniver- 
sary during the lunch break. And 
then the racing began with 13 ma- 
chines lined up on the grid, most 
trying to finish for the valuable 
championship points. 

As the flag dropped, so did Walden’s 
clutch as his Triumph burst from the 
start to grab the lead. With Willow 
Springs being a horsepower track, 
the Triumph was quite at home, and 
quickly pulled a good lead on the 
smaller machines. However, the rest 
of the pack was still bunched up 
through the first four turns, then 
thinning out down the backstraight. 

Not far behind in the 250cc class, 
the overall point leaders were doing 
battle. Fred Mork on the Mork Rac- 
ing Aermacchi CRTT had pulled out 
a small lead over points leader Green 
with the Hap Jones/ West Coast Brit- 
ish Ducati, but Green’s charge was 
short-lived as he had ignition prob- 
lems entering turn nine on lap one, 
giving him his first DNF of the year, 
but still leaving him with the Overall 
CVRG Championship and the 250cc 
class honors. Michele Bisson, aboard 
the Mork Racing Ducati Yetman, 
was now in hot pursuit of her spon- 
sor, Mork, and in the process, was 
passing other 250 and 350cc machines. 
Soon after passing Chris Quinn's

Vets tackle Sand 
Hill mud

It was survival of the fittest as 
over 60 old timers, vets, and 
support riders coaxed their ma- 
chines through knee-deep mud 
and mire at the first Veteran’s Day 
Vet MX National at Sand Hill Ranch 
(Cycle Gear/Cycle Riders Supply- 
Fairfield/ Hi-Point Racing Products/ 
Vallejo Chrysler-Plymouth-Dodge 
Sport Track Co.). 

The key to winning was making it 
around all the laps on the track, a feat 
only one of the Novice old timers was 
able to pull off in both motos. Yamaha 
rider Howard Womack took the over- 
all win, but not without a contest. 





Elmer Riddle was looking good at 
the start as he fishtailed his Honda 
up the hill to attack the first turn, 
closely pursued by Womack. In a 
spray of mud, the pack trekked down 
the slope, slipping and sloshing 
through the straightaway toward the 
far hill. While Riddle and his cohorts 
got bogged down in the mud, Wo- 
mack made it through and lapped the 
field to take the win. With flagmen 
doubling as pit workers, Riddle’s 
machine was pried loose from the 
tacky clay and Riddle hobbled around 
the track to take second overall. 

The Intermediate old timers fared 
better, with six in a field of 11 com- 
pleting both motos. Husky rider Ernie 
Starr took the overall win, with Jim 
Boyd’s Yamaha persevering to take 
second overall. Starr led the field for 
four laps, then bit the mud while 
Suzuki rider Jim Ricci Sr. and Boyd 
took advantage and sloshed past the 
fallen rider. In the second moto, Starr 
kept his bike upright and took the 
win. The boobie prize went to Larry 
Parker, who side-swiped the flagged 
boundary rope after the second turn. 
After unthreading the rope from his 
rear axle, Parker encountered a burnt- 
out clutch. 

“This is the most fun I've had ina 
long time!” exclaimed Expert old 
timer Dick “Bugsy” Mann. Undaunt- 
ed by track conditions, Mann made it 
all look so easy as he plowed his 
wife’s Yamaha-powered DMS to take 
the overall win. Yamaha rider Steve 
Machado took the second slot after 
Bill McClinton spun out on a slippery 
off-camber turn. 

While Honda rider Craig Watts 
took the overall win in the Vet Novice 
class, second place was up for grabs. 
Husky rider Jack Baken had a solid 
second in the first lap, but Frank 
Carevich edged his Kawasaki past 
Baken and held on to the finish. In 
the second moto, Carevich trailed 
Watts theentire way, leaving Baken a 
distant third. D. W. Durward pushed 
his Yamaha into second place in the 
third moto, with Husky rider Bob 
Milano in muddy pursuit. Carevich's 
Kawasaki lagged behind to place a 
distant fifth in the moto, but placed 
third overall, leaving Baken to place 
second overall. 

Husky rider Rory Muscatell had 
no trouble taking the overall win in 
the Vet Intermediate class. With only 
five of the 12 starters finishing all 
three motos, survival on the track 
determined the place winners. In moto 
one, Muscatell dominated while 
Suzuki rider Mark Arthur moved into 
second, taking advantage when Dan 
Nelson's Suzuki spun a doughnut on 
a slick slope. In the second moto, 
Kawasaki rider Ed Smith had a mo- 
mentary first-place position until the 
mud defeated him. Passed by Musca- 
tell and Arthur, the two rode upright 
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to take first and second-place wins. 
The field narrowed to five starters by 
the third moto. Kawasaki rider Ed 
Smith got a poor start, but took ad- 
vantage of the conditions and passed 
fallen riders Mike Gildersleeve (M- 
Star) and Suzuki rider Peter Crut- 
tenden on the second lap. Smith held 
on to take second place in the moto, 
but a 5-6 in the first two motos gave 
him a fourth overall. Arthur took 
second overall with a 3-4-3 in the 
motos. 

Yamaha rider Steve Ferroni's 1-1-1 
tally gave him first overall in the Vet 
Expert class. Ferroni got the hole- 
shot, but was sprayed by three riders 
as they passed him on the ground in 
the second lap of the first moto. Fer- 
roni remounted and picked the riders 
off one-by-one. It was a Ferroni-Broby 
(Hon) contest to the finish, with Fer- 
roni prevailing. In the second moto, 
Ferroni, Broby, and KTM rider Powell 
completed all six laps, while the 
other four starters spent most of their 
time digging themselves and their 
machines out of the mud. Six of the 
seven starters made it through all the 
laps in the third moto. Ferroni took 
an easy first at the start and left the 
others to fight the track. Can-Am 
rider Alan McGevee trod his way 
around for a second place in the 
moto, but his 5-8-2 scores placed him 
fourth overall. Broby came from a 
sixth-place start to finish third, and 
his 2-2-3 score gave him second place 
overall. Powell took third overall 
with a 4-3-4 score.

Cloutier triumphs 
at Nevada MX 
Championship

The normal series turnout in 
Nevada was highlighted by the 
appearance of Trans-Cal Ser- 
ies ace Allen Berluti, mounted 
on an Allen Bray-sponsored M-Star. 
The Open and 250cc Pros rode in a 
combined race with a staggered start. 
Before the start, Berluti, riding an 
Open class bike, announced, “My 
goal is to pass all the 250s and gain 
half a lap on the field.” Current series 
points leader Jeff Cloutier, on a 250 
Suzuki from Michaels Cycle in Car- 
son City, Nevada, had other plans. 

Cloutier timed the start just right 
in the first moto and was moving 
away from the rest of the field at a fast 
pace. Berluti took an immediate lead 
in the Open class, passing most of the 
field before the finish of the fourth 
lap. It was beginning to look like he 
would have no problem living up to 
his goal. He continued to move up 
until he was in fourth overall with 
only Husky-mounted White's Cycle- 
sponsored Butch Stillmock, Rick 
Woodson and Cloutier in front. At 
this point Berluti had his work cut 
out for him. Stillmock and Woodson 
were dicing for second and Berluti 
couldn't find a way around. 

At the halfway point, Woodson 
dropped off the pace and Stillmock 
took control of second. A lap later 
Berluti passed both riders and set his 
sights on Cloutier. He tried to reel in 
Cloutier, but at the finish of the 
moto, Cloutier was in first with a big 
lead, Berluti finishing second over- 
all, first Open class, with Honda 
rider Beau Hibdon second Open. 

During the second moto the Opens 
were started first, followed by the 
250s. Now it was Berluti's turn to stay 
ahead of Cloutier. Both riders were in 
front of their respective classes, and 
by midrace, Cloutier was about 30 
seconds behind Berluti. Everyone felt 
this would be the order of finish, but 
on the next lap, Cloutier came around 
in first, followed by Hibdon. Berluti 
had laid it down on the back part of 
the course and dropped back to third. 
Berluti was pushing hard to recap- 
ture the lead when he lost it off a 
jump, injuring his elbow and drop- 
ping out, leaving Cloutier with a 
well-deserved overall win. 

In 125cc Pro action, Mark Nason 
(Carson City Kawasaki), got the hole- 
shot with Rick DeCarlo (Michaels 
Cycle) right behind. At the midway 
point, DeCarlo dropped his bike and 
Honda-mounted David McCombs 
moved into second. The action got 
furious in the next-to-last lap. Nason 
bobbled, and McCombs got by for the 
lead. Nason, refusing to settle for 
second, took the lead back. McCombs 
tried to get around, but had to settle 
for second behind Nason. 

In the second moto, Nason again 
got the holeshot, followed by DeCarlo 
and McCombs. By the end of the 
moto, DeCarlo hd faded into third, 
putting McCombs in second. So, the 
finish was the same as moto one, with 
Nason first and McCombs second. 
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Jeff Cloutier (above) won the 
championship while Allen Berluti 
(below) took second overall. 














In Vet Expert competition, KTM- 
mounted Rich Thorwaldson got the 


holeshot, with Rob Nichols and 
Richard Hansen in tow. But no one 
could catch Thorwaldson, who ran 
away with the win. In the second 
moto, Hansen got the holeshot, fol- 
lowed by Thorwaldson. Thorwald- 
son took the lead on the second lap, 
Hansen challenged for one lap and 
then dropped back. Thorwaldson won 
the second moto as well as the overall. 

In Old Timer Expert action Stan 
Mill's Honda got the holeshot, but 
Russ Wyant, a newly-turned Old 
Timer, took an early lead over 
Michaels Cycle Works rider Wylie 
Wilson. At the midway point, Wil- 
son passed Wyant for the lead. A 
crash put Wyant back to third, where 
he spent two laps dicing with Old 
Timer points leader Tom Muto 
(KTM), for second. Muto prevailed 
and took second behind Wilson. In 
the second moto, Wilson took the 
holeshot and ran away with the day.

Paul Bennett leads eventual winner Garth Sweetland off the start at the 
Arizona Desert Racing Association's 11th Annual Vulture 100. 





Sweetland and his Desert Husq- 
varna/Spectro Oils/Hallman Racing 
Husqvarna XC500 covered a rough, 
dusty, 132 miles in 3:35:16, averaging 
36.79 mph. 

Sweetland said he had to run at 100 
mph in the washes to do it. “It was 
rougher than last year's Vulture, but 
that's the way I like it," said Sweet- 
land after the race. “No real troubles, 
but I did have the rear brake come off 
a couple of times in the rocks. Over- 
all, it was a good, smooth race.” 

He added that his win was a nice 
prelude to his Baja 1000 attempt 
(teamed with Mark Hildebrand and 
Jamie Sims), as he loaded up his van 
and headed south to Mexico. 

Going into this, the 11th race in 
ADRA's 1985 schedule, Sweetland 
led the Expert points race by just two 
points over Sunnyslope Honda's Mike 
Powers; with this win he widened the 
margin to 17 points. But he'll have to 
finish ahead of Powers at the series 
finale, the Sonoita to Rocky Point 
Hare'N' Hound (December 7) to earn 
the number-one plate for 1986. 

Powers had a good ride, running 
just out of Sweetland's dust and fin- 
ishing four minutes back for second 
overall and the 250cc Expert win 
aboard his Sunnyslope Honda/Pre- 
mier Cycles CR250. 

Off the start, M-Star/Duralube/ 
Nolans Action Cycle's Paul Bennett 
grabbed the holeshot on his GM500 
and set a quick pace. But Sweetland 
was right behind him, and at about 
the three-mile mark, Bennett took the 
high line through a turn and Sweet- 
land ducked inside and passed. 

Powers, Scott Kindler (Hon), and 
1985 ADRA number-one plateholder 
Hildebrand (Hus) also had caught 
Bennett by the end of lap one, but he 
then hung on to finish sixth overall, 
third Open Expert behind Hilde- 
brand. 

Bennett said he hadn't been able to 
practice enough for this one, but still 
retained his third place standing in 
the points race, staying close enough 
to win with a first overall at the final 
race. E 

Jeff Darland (Hon) had one of his 
best rides of the year, finishing third 
overall, second 250cc Expert, four 
minutes behind Powers. Hildebrand 
was next, ahead of fifth overall, third 
250cc Expert Jamie Sims (Hus). Scott 
Kindler (Hon), Ryan Armitage (Hus), 
Jim Weaver (Can-Am) and James 
Dunlap (KTM) rounded out the top 
10. 

In the three-lap classes, Senior Ex- 
pert Jerry Johnston led them around 
again on his Sun Valley Auto Body/ 
Sunnyslope Honda/Dirt Unlimited 
CR500. His time of 2:56:24 put him 








in three minutes ahead of second 
overall and 250cc Amateur winner 
Tim Leehe and his Team Rainbro 
KTM 250. Senior Expert John Miller 
(Hon), 250cc Amateur Joe Johnson 
(Hon) and Senior Expert Rob Beggs 
(KTM) filled out the top five. In at 
eighth overall, Steve Thorn rode the 
EESI/AXO/Sunnyslope Honda/Dirt 
Unlimited CR500 Honda to the Open 
Amateur win. And clear back at 53rd 
overall, Chris Strang (Hon) picked 
up the 200cc Amateur trophy. 

Topping the Novices was 200cc 
winner Todd Jordan (Cag) who fin- 
ished 11th overall. Taking their class 
wins were: Open Novice Dave Jab- 
lonsky (Hon), Jon Heikkila (Kaw), 
250cc Novice Dan Mies (Hus), 30+ 
Senior Veteran Robert Chadwick 
(Hon), 38+ Senior Veteran Al Forbes 
(Yam). 

Mike Wadding grabbed the Dino- 
saur overall and Vintage honors 
aboard his trusty, rusty old Yamaha 
500 by just two seconds over Classic 
winner Dan Loeffler (Yam). 

Mini racing in the morning saw 
Brookie Jeffery (Kaw) beat Denis Hil- 
debrand (Yam) by just 12 seconds for 
the Mini Amateur win, while Mini 
Novice winner Destry Abbott (Yam) 
had a good race going with Judd 
Denney (Hon) until the latter crashed.

FRA Trick or 
Treat Enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, OCT. 20 
American Honda Support/ 
LeBard and Underwood 
Honda-sponsored Grant Palen- 
ske put his new CR250 atop 
the 300-rider field at this year's Fam- 
ily Racing Association's Halloween 
event, the Trick or Treat Enduro. 

With only one tie-breaker check- 
point to go, Palenske was one second 
behind 1985 ISDE silver medalist and 
KTM-mounted Billy Fulmer, Jr. As 
the two ace competitors took off from 
the last reset, Palenske had his work 
cut out for him. At the final tie 
breaker, Fulmer crossed the green 
cards at 37 seconds and Palenske 
scored a 34, thus taking the overall 
win by a mere one second — 1.86 for 
Palenske and 1.87 for Fulmer. Third 
overall and the only other rider to 
score one point was Pinetree enduro 
winner Donnie Simone (Kaw) with a 
1.123. Jamie Riker (Yam) zeroed the 
first loop, with a score of 42 seconds 
for the top honors in the one-loop- 
only Beginner's class. Right behind 
Riker was B. Women's class rider 
Michelle Howard (Kaw), C Women's 
Stephanie Neesby (Hus), C Mini 
Robert White (Hon) and fifth overall 
Mike Chamberlain Jr. (Yam). 

The course started out of the little 
mining area outside Red Mountain, 
with loop two crossing Trona road 
and heading for the ever-popular 
sand hills. The special test consisted 
of around four miles at an average 
speed of 35 mph through the sand 
hills and into the tight monorail 
canyons. Palenske, Fulmer Jr. and 
Simone were the only riders to lose 
only one minute during the special 
test. 

Granada Yamaha owner Randy 
Pretzer rode an outstanding event, 
placing fourth overall and tying with 
consistent high-finisher Tony Cas- 
aga (Yam). Teamed with Casaga was 
Steve Bebeck (Yam), whose score of 
2.116 was good enough for sixth 
overall just 14 seconds ahead of the 
Kolbe Honda-mounted Robb Mesec- 
her. Open Veteran rider and Big Bear 
trail rider extraordinaire Jim Bolling- 
mo put his Yamaha in eighth position 
with Tracy McC lelland (Yam) claim- 
ing ninth and an overall win in the B 
250cc class. McClelland's win in the 
B standing was the best effort on the 
day for any B-entered rider. Robert 
Bush rounded out the top 10 best 
overall scores with a 2.145. 

United Enduro Association's Ed 
Mazenko (Hon) picked up a big win 
in the AA Super Senior class, outlast- 
ing the Training Wheels MC Bill 
Fulmer, Sr. (Hus). Bill Fulmer Sr. 
and Billy Fulmer Jr. combined scores 
for another trophy in the parent/ 
child division. Steve Gilmore (Yam) 
placed 27th overall for the event but 
his score of 3.201 was the best of any C 
rider in the event. Ex-Expert Mini 
rider Scott Jacobsen brought out a 
new machine, a 1986 Kawasaki, and 
on his first ride as a B 200, he took 
home the top honors.

England on the 
Prairie

Although the British motor- 
cycle industry. will probably 
never again be a threat to that 
of the Japanese, it is evident that 
they will always fill those warm places 
in our memories. For decades British 
motorcycles were the source of many 
innovations. And I think that most 
people over the age of 30 have either 
owned a British motorcycle or wish 
they had. 

As in years past, motorcyclists have 
come from across the country to the 
annual British Bike-In to view the 
finest the British have to offer, with 
everything from a Scott Flying Squir- 
rel, Vincents, Matchless, Velocettes, 
Royal Enfields, AJS's, Ariels and the 
droves of Triumphs, Nortons, and 
BSA's, displayed with the dignity fit- 
ung of such a proud group. 

Cherryvale is a sleepy little town in 
the southeastern corner of Kansas, 
but it came alive with the mellow 
music that only hundreds of British 
motorcycles can make as they arrived 
for the Fourth Annual British Bike-In.

This year marked the beginning of 
the Campbell’s Challenge Cup, a 20- 
inch-tall silver cup which the overall 
winner will have their name engraved 
on each year. The Campbell's Chal- 
lenge Cup was given to the British 
Bike-In by Campbell's Replacement 
Silencers of Hednesford, England, 
makers of replacement silencers for 
many of the older British and Euro- 
pean motorcycles, plus many current 
European and Japanese brands. 

The judges for this year's event 
were three well-respected men from 
the British motorcycling commun- 
ity. Pat Owens is a professor of motor- 
cycle mechanics at the Los Angeles 
Trade Technical College, and is a 
former service representative for Tri- 
umph of America, the former U.S. 
distributor of Triumph motorcycles. 
Also acting as a judge was Jack Wil- 
son of Big 'D' Cycle Center in Dallas, 
Texas. In the years since 1955 when 
Johnny Allen set a land speed record 
at the Bonneville Salt Flats with a 
Triumph prepared by Wilson, Wil- 
son has set 63 land speed records with 
Triumph motorcycles, some of which 
still stand today. Woody Leone, Sr. 
served as the third judge, and is the 
owner of Leone Cycle Shop in Beau- 
mont, Texas. Leone has been a dealer 
since 1947 and prepared motorcycles 
for such riders as Grand National 
Champion Gary Nixon, Carroll Res- 
weber, Albert Gunter and Sammy 
Tanner. Woody also has set records at 
Bonneville, ending his 45-year racing 
career in 1980. 

The winner of this year's Camp- 
bell’s Challenge Cup with a 1957 BSA 
Clubman Goldstar was Doug Rollert 
of Overland Park, Kansas. Motorcyc- 
lists from 12 states entered in the 
competition with one couple riding 
1550 miles on a 1970 Triumph twin 
to take the Long Distance trophy. In 
all, 16 trophies were awarded in six 
classes, with prizes going to the re- 
maining 72 exhibitors.
